Miss Bresnham, who was known in the 
office as ‘“‘the girl in black,”’ because she 
invariably wore a gown of that color, was 
dismissed from the Prudentiai office about 
two months ago, following an investigation 
ef her accounts by company inspectors. 


She has been in the office four years, 
Said Edwin H. Fulton, superintendent of 
the office, and heid the position of confi- 
dential cashier. 

Mr. Fulton says he believes 
victim of misplaced confidence. Several 
times, Says, he detected discrepancies in 
Miss Bresnham’s work, but through his 
confidence in her integrity he overlooked 
them.

This could be done, Mr. Fulton says, for 
Some time, without detection, and monéy 
received from new premiums could be ap- 
Hed on old ones, with the result that only 
ong and tedious work by experts could 
straighten out the tangle of accounts and 
reveal the exact shortages. 

The loser is Mr. Fulton, not the com- 
pany. as the accounts are charged to him. 

Joseph Barton. Miss Bresnham’s attor- 
ney, made the following statement to the 
Post-Dispatch: 

“T cannot go tnto a detailed statement at 
this time, further than to say tnat Miss 
Bresnham is innocent of the charge made 
against her. She will be ready waen the 
trial is called to establish her innocence. 

“There may be. shortages in the office 
where Miss Bresnham was employed, but 
the evidence will show that such shortage 
did not occur by reason of any wrong do- 
ing on her part. 

"She has long been an emplove of the of- 
fice, and has shown herself in every in- 
Stance to be worthy of every confidence 
placed in her. 

“Bhe is a young woman of high character 
and will be @ completely vindicated.’

BRIDGE MONOPOLY 
IN DAVIS: HANDS 
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Attorney-General Crow’s Amended Pe- 
tition Reaches War Department 
and Will Be Considered. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 4—The brief of 
Attorney-General Edward C. Crow of Mis- 
souri, urging the confiscation by the fed- 
eral government of the Merchants’ bridge 
at St. Louis, reached the war department 
today. 

The attorney-general began action 
against the companies in the state supreme 
court, with a view to breaking up a mo- 
nopoly in restraint of trade, but the court 
held that these corporations were in the 
nature of terminal companies and there- 
fore not subject to the prohibitions im- 
posed by law upon consolidations of rail- 
roads. An amended petition is now before 
the court. 

The attorney-general has appealed to the 
war department to act, as that dspamment 
charged by Congress with re- 
for the construction and oper- 
ation of bridges. Judge Advocate-General 
Davis has been following the case very 
closely and went to Missouri to attend the 
secsion of the state court when it was 
argued. Therefore, he is in a position to 
make an early report on the matter to 
Secretary Taft, who will decide whether 
or not the T'nited States vernment shall 
confiscate the Merchants’ bridge.

CHICAGO, Aug. 4.—According to the 
leaders of the packing ‘use strike, cer- 
tain powerful influences have been brought 
to bear on the packers and peace negotia- 
tions may be renewed tomorrow aiternoon 
between the strikers and their former em- 
ploves. The announcement was made by 
President Schardt of the Federation of 
Labor and J. J. Keppler, business agent 
Union. Neither Mr. 


identity of the peacemakers, but said that 
the men who are about to intercede were 
ot idengtfied with any of the other peace 
efforts. 

“IT am rot at liberty to give the names 
of the parties who are trying to bring 
about another conference,” said President 
Schardt. Mr. Keppler and I conferred with 
several influential men by appointment and 
at the solicitation of disinterested parties. 
Just what they are doing or how many 
of the packers these gentlemen saw I do 
not know. I am convinced that they were 
successful in a measure from the fact that 
I was asked if President Donnelly would 
return to the city soon, and if a confer- 
ence for Friday could be arranged satis- 
factorily.”’ 

Mr. Keppler said that President Donnelly 
would return to the city today end that 
the matter would be laid before him. 

“T believe the perties who are trying to 
bring about another conference mean busi- 
ness,”” he said. “The labor men will meet 
them more than half wuy.”’ 

Early today Robert Collins and James 
Moore of Cleveland, who came here to se- 
cure work in the packing houses, were in- 
tercepted by pickets while on their way to 
the stockyards. Collins was badly beaten, 
robbed and left unconscious in the street, 
where he was found by a milkman, Moore 
escaped by running. Frank Polaski, who 
admits that he was doing picket duty in 
that locality, as been arrested on sus- 
picion of connection with the assault. 


Ice Deliveries to 
Butchers Stopped. 


The threatened spread to outside indus- 
tries came last night; when an order was 
issued by the teamsters’ union forbidding 
drivers wf ice wagons to make any deliv- 
eries to retail utchers, who, since the 
packing house teamsters went on strike 
have bee hauling from the yards in their 
Own wagons. 

As the refrigerators in most markets do 
not hold enough ice to last longer than 48 
hours, the order to cut off the supply of 
ice, if it cam be enforced, means that many 
persons in C'hicago wi.l be compelled two 
forego fresh meat. 

Officers of the teamsters’ union have ap- 
pointed pickets to watch retail markets 
all over Chicago, with instructions to see

Objeicts to Committee Appointed to 
Adjust Controversy Resulting

Corwin H. Spencer declares he will do no 
more trading on the St. Louis Merchants’ 
Exchange—‘“‘until the trade here learns to 
live up to its contracts.” 

Mr. Spencer is a former president of the 
St. Louis Merchants’ Exchange. He ruled 
its destinies during the year 189. For 

y years prior thereto he was a mem- 

r of the exchange and ever since then 
[. has been a conspicuous figure ‘‘on the 
floor.’ 

“I expect to continue to be a member of 
the Merchants’ Exchange, while I will do 
Mo trading there, and to give the other 
Members who are trying to escape their 
just obligations to me, a good hard fight,’ 
he adds. 

Incidentally the man who makes this 
Strong statement is the first vice-president 
of the Louisiana Purchase Exposition Co. 
and is also first vice-president of the Mer- 
@antile Trust Co. 
it is an interesting story, this fight of 
Mr. Spencer against other members of the 
exchange, which has resulted in the present 
furprising denouement.

This time he asked Judge Ryan to re- 
strain the officers of the exchange from 
keeping him off the floor. Judge Ryan 
accommodated him and Mr. Albers is again 
on deck in the neighborhood of the pit. 
The injunction Albers secured is only tem- 
porary. 

Anyhow, that is only a side issue.in the 
controversy. The first Albers injunction 
case was heard at length and the court de- 
cided in favor of Bpencey. Albers then an- 
pealed to the supreme ¢ourt, and the case 
is still pending there. It was on the 
ground that the case was in court that 
Albers refused to pay the money to Spen- 
cer he was ordered to pay. 


While these things were transpiring Mr. 
Spencer engineered another big deal. He 
undertook to corner the July wheat mar- 
ket. Among the firms who made contracts 
to furnish him July wheat were the same 
three firms who had been his brokers in 
the December deal—Woodlock & Gessler 
J. H. Teasdale Commission Co. and Bal- 
lard, Messmore & Co. When, July 30, the 
last trading day in the month, arrived 
these three firms found themselves among 
the “shorts.’’ 


Mr. Spencer at once notified them that 
he expected $1 a bushel from them for all 
the wheat they had contracted to deliver 
and had failed to deliver. They and the 
other shorts, including the Brinson-Wag- 
goner Co, replied that the market price 
at the closing hour was only 92 cents a 
bushel and that they would not pay $1. 
They declared that Spencer himself had 
boosted the price to $1 during the closing 
days of the month, 

Spencer saw that this meant another ses- 
sion of the exchange committee

He took the official roster «|* the ex- 
change and looked for the commiitee. Its 


members, as printed, are William A. Gard- 
mer.

“Here is Flesh, vice-president of 
the Albers firm, that has fought me. and 
that hag $52,000 of my money tied up in 
court to decide another controversy involv- 
ing $25,000 of my money.

“And here is EXymil Gessler of the firm 
of Woodlock & Gessler. He won't do, 
either, as his firm is in default to me. As 
for Mesh, his firm is still in default on the 
December deal.’’ 

So Spencer notified President H. H. 
Wernes of the exchange that he would not 
submit the controversy to such a com- 
mittee, It seams that as soon as Gardner, 
who is a@ member of. the City Council, 
heard of the situation, he notified Mr.

Gessler, it appears, was willing to with- 
draw from the committee. But not Flesh.

Railroads Eliminating Them Because 
of Numerous Accidents. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch 

CHICAGO, Aug 4.—The- order of Vice- 

President Brown of the Vanderbilt sys- 

tem, prohibiting the running of Sunday 


ern railroad, following the recent accidents 
to excursion trains on the Eastern Illinois 
and Erie railroads, is causing much dis- 
cussion in local railway circles over ex- 
cursion traffic. 

“The chief reason we stopped running 
Sunday excursions on the Lake Erie & 
Western is because they did not pay, 
said Vice-President Brown at Lake Bry 
headquarters yesterday. “Our statistics 
show that the earnings from the excursion 
traffic last year were about 3.5 mills per 
mile per passenger. That kind of traffic 
does not pay, even ignoring the risk of ac- 
cident. No railroad not thoroughly equipped 
with the block system and other safety 
vices should undertake the risk of run- 
ning special excursions with hundreds of 
passsengers jamming the coaches, 

“There are other sides to the question. 
I do not believe that a railroad, for the 
sake of a few dollars, has the right to a 
a horde of people from the slums of cities 
and dump them on the lawns of residents 
of pretty little towns, converting them into 
pandemoniums on Sunday. The Sunday ex- 
cursion takes young people from early in 
the morning until late at night from the 
restraining influences of their homes. To 
run passenger trains on Sunday is neces- 
sary, but we will not encourage Sunday 
excursions, if we cannot abolish them.’

JAPANESE BELIEVE FALL 
OF PORT ARTHUR IS NEAR. 


TOKIO, Aug. 4.—The Japanese are hourly 
awaiting tidings of a victory at Port Ar- 
thur with more interest and eagerness than 
heretofore displayed during the war. 

From a political, strategical and a senti- 
mental standpoint, the position of the Rus- 
sian fortress and naval base is considered 
of paramount importance by the Japanese. 

It is Known that the Japanese noose 
about the besieged city is gradually tight- 
ening. The Japanese guns are pouring fire 
into the diminishing circle and it is felt 
here that the critical hour is fast approach- 
ing.\. But the public here is ignorant of 
the four when the final assault will be 
made and also of the details of the work 
already done around Port Arthur. 

It is believed that the fire from the Jap- 
anese baiteries will compel the Russian 
fleet to leave the harbor and accept battle 
from Admiral Togo. 

It is becoming proverbial that the —— 
anese infantry will go anywhere and will 
refuse to retire, no matter how great their 
losses may be. It is believed that Port Ar- 
thur could have been ken before this 
time with a heavy sacrifice of life, but it 
is evident that the military leaders are 
working tg effect the reduction and cap- 
ture the fortress with the minimum loss 
of lite. 

There will be no charges of great masses 
of infantry until the artillery has finished 
the task of silencing the Russian guns. A

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TO BREAK THE BRIDGE MONOPOLY. 

Attorney-General Crow supplements his energetic, courageous 
and able co-operation with the Post-Dispatch in the effort to 
break the Terminal and bridge monopoly in this city, by sub- 
mitting a strong brief on the violation of the Merchants’ bridge 
charter to the secretary of war. This is in the nature of a vol- 
unteer public service, in addition to his vigorous efforts to 
have the Missouri law enforced against the monopoly—a serv- 
ice not only to the people of St. Louis and Missouri, but of 
the entire West and Southwest, who have trade relations with 
St. Louis or whose goods pass through St. Louis. 

The brief is a carefully prepared and convincing argument, 
pointing out that the charter of the Merchants’ bridge provides 
for its confiscation in the event that it is consolidated or its 
earnings are pooled with any other bridge, or that -it is man- 
aged by common managers or directors. Attorney-General Crow 
recounts the building up of the bridge combine, by which both 
the Merchants’ and the Eads bridges have been brought vir- 
tually. under one management, although still having nominally 
different directors. He shows. that the Merchants’ bridge is 
controlled and managed by the Terminal company, which owns 
and controls the Eads bridge. The Terminal Association owns 
a majority of the stock of the Merchants’ company, which owns 
a perpetual lease upon the Merchants’ bridge, and it exercises 
complete control and authority over its business management 
and thus controls and manages the business of the bridge. The 
earnings of the two bridges are virtually pooled and consoli- 
‘dated. The bridges, therefore, to all intents and purposes, are 
monopolized by the Terminal Railroad Association. 

The prevention of the monopolizing of the Merchants’ bridge 
by any other bridge was the object sought in the charter enact- 
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“YOU CAN'T PULL THEM OUT, MR. FOLK, BUT THEY CAN PULL YOU IN.” 
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ment, which prohibits the combination or consolidation of the’ 
Merchants’ bridge with any other bridge; and thefirtual mo- | 
nopoly established is against public policy, regardless of the 
method which may be adopted to secure it. The attorney-genera’ 
shows that this bridge monopoly is in restraint of competition in | 
interstate commerce, and that the benefits to be derived by the 
people through a competitive bridge, which Congress intended 
this bridge tobe, are annulled. Not only is St. Louis trade af- 
fected, but all trade with St. Louis or passing through St. Louis 
is affected. 

It is diffienlt to see how the government can avoid action 
in behalf of the people in this bridge matter. Not only is 
the anti-trust law violated, but the specific charter provis 
‘ions of the bridge are violated. Congress definitely instructed 
the secretary of war to take possession of this bridge whenever 
it should cease ta be independent. 

Aside from the war department’s duty, there is the plain duty 
of the federal government to enforce the anti-trust and inter- 
state commerce laws against both the bridge monopoly and the 
terminal monopoly.

NEW YORK WORLD'S EDITORIAL TODAY 


THE ROOSEVELT POLICY LITERALLY PORTRAYED. 


The Boston Journal contends that the World has printed a cartoon “which de- 
picts President Roosevelt, armed with a cl ub, compelling the heads of South Ameri- 
can republics to pay the claims of foreign bondholders.”’ 

It asks: 

Will the World tell its readers who it was who last year, when the allied fleets 
of England, Germany and Italy were blockading the coast of Venezuela and firing 
upon Venezuelan vessels and ports intervened to-bring about the submission of 
all the claims to arbitration through the Hague tribunal? 

The Journal thinks that in view of this noble act of President Roosevelt's ‘‘this 
cartoon of the World's is as mendacious as it js silly.” 


Mr. Roosevelt used his good offices last year to have the foreign claims against 
Venezuela referred to the Hague tribunal. That tribunal decided that the claims of 
those powers which had undertaken to collect them with guns should have pre 
eedence over those of the countries that depended upon peaceful methods. There- 
upon it was intimated that we might have to adopt a new policy in such matters. 
What that policy was to be was explained by Mr. Roosevelt in his letter read by 
Mr. Root at the Cuban birthday dinner on May 20 of this year. “Any country,” 
said the President in this history-making document, “‘whose people conduct them- 
selves wel] can count upon our hearty friendliness.’’ 

“If a nation shows that it knows how to act with decency in industrial and po- 
litical matters, if it keeps order and PAYS ITS OBLIGATIONS, then it NEED 
FEAR NO INTERFERENCE FROM THE UNITED STATES.” 

What is the converse of that statement? Plainly, that any nation that does not 
pay its obligations must fear interference from the United States. Or. words of the 
President, “In the Western hemisphere the United States CANNOT IGNORE ITS 
DUTY.” And in view of President Roosevelt's own expressed preference for the 
“big stick,’’ as an instrument of national activity, a cartoon representing him col- 
lecting foreign debts from South American republics with a club is not even a 
caricature, but simply a literal translation of his own words into graphic form. 


MR. FAIRBANKS NOTIFIED. 


The speech of Elihu Root yesterday notifying Senator Fairbanks of his nomina- 
tion for the vice-presidency was, like all the efforts of that able advocate, adroit in 
conception, lawyer-like in substance and finished In style. 

Mr. Root very properly exalts the office once filled by Adams, Jefferson, Clinton 
and Van Buren as one of “neh dignity and immediate, ever-present importance.” 
This is a natural prelude to his statement that the excellent gentleman ‘“‘nominated 
by the Democrats for vice-president will be in the eighty-second year of 
his age before the fourth of March next,” and to his remark that “it is 
common experience that very aged men, however bright and active they 
may appear for brief periods, cannot sust ain long-continued severe exertion and that, 
therefore, Mr. Davis’ nomination was unsa fe. 

The result of the election is not likely to turn upon the relative strength and en- 
durance of the candidates for vice-president. Both candidates for President are too 
young and robust to leave this a practical question. But the Democratic candidate. a 
sprightly veteran who feels and acts “like sixty” would probably be quite able to hold 
his own in any test of physical or mental endurance with the younger but less active 
senator from Indiana. 

Mr. Root should know that uncommon men are not to be judged by “common ex- 
perience.”’ .The current number of the London Saturday Review contains an account 
of the 2 hours’ continuous session of the House of Commons and says that “perhaps 
the most remarkable feat of endurance was performed by the veteran Mr. Spencer 
Charrington, who, though 84 years of age, saw the entire sitting through and voted in 
every division.” This Senator Davis did equally well in the much longer and harder 
test in the St. Louis convention. and cam ® hrough that ordeal in much better condi- 
tion than did the majority of far younger men. If he shall be elected to preside over 
the Senate, he will find among its most active and able members two whose com- 
bined aged are 163 years—Pettus, 83, and Morgan, 80. Senator Hoar is 78, Stewart and 
Platt of Connecticut each 77, Cullom and Allison 73, and Frve, president pro tem. 73. 

Senator Fairbanks’ speech of acceptance has the. merit of brevity. It contains 
nothing either new or strik'ng. The attem t is made. rather more pointedly than Presi- 
dent Roosevelt made it in his speech, to play the part of resurrectionist to fhe dead 
and buried silver issue. It is vain. Mr Roosevelt did not and cannot Speak with 
greater clearness, emphasis and finality on this point than did Judge Parker in his fa- 
mous telegram. 

The Democrats are in entire agreement with Senator Fairbanks, that “We must 
have not only a persident who is unalterabiy committed to the gold standard, but botb 
houses of Congress in entire accord with h.m upon the subject.” 

“If Mr. Fairbanks will point to a single Democratic candidate for Congress in any 
state, who is in favor of free coinage at 16 to 1, the World promises to join with him 
in urging that candidate's defeat. But therre is no such person, so far as we have been 
able to learn. 

Senator Fairbanks repeats the stale platformitude that “when altered conditions 
make changes in the tariff scheduies desirable their modification can be safely in- 
trusted to the Republican party. ’ 

If Senator Fairbanks, in the promised “fuller expression’ of his views, will anawe, 
these questions, the World will take great pleasure in giving to his reply the fulles, 
publicity of its wide circulation, 

Why is it that the ten tariff revisions ortinkerings by the Republican party since 
the war have left the average duty higher than it ever was before? 

Is there never to be a reform downward? 

Why is it that more protection is now demanded by and given to “infant indus 
tries’ three-quarters of a century old than was deemed necessary forty years ago? 

Senator Fairbanks’ speech simply sérveg to emphasize the second of the “ten living 
questions” addressed by the World to Mr. Roosevelt: 

“Shall the tariff never be revised except with the consent and under the direction 
of its beneficiaries—by the “friends of its abuses, its extortions and its discrimina 
tions’"—or shall it be revised in a judicial spirit by “‘the friends of the masses and 
for the common weal?’ ,

The story by H. G. Wells, just concluded 
in the Cosmopolitan, under the title of 
“The Food of the Gods,’ is evidently in- 
tended as a suggestion in behalf. of the 
Superman ideal. In it Mr. Wells pictures 
the result of a chemica] food, in causing 
children, animals and plants to become 
fliants. When these grow up, there Is a 
conflict between them and the folks of or- 
dinary size who have not Ppartaken of the 
fcod. The conflict is not Only between the 
physicaliy large and small, but between 
the old ideals and the new. It is a su- 
preme tragedy. ‘‘We fight not ‘Or our- 
sélves,”’ says one of the giants, “for we are 
but the momentary hands and eyes of the 
Life of the World Through us and 
through the little folk the Spirit looks and 
learns.

So we find such men as Dr. Draper of 
the New York Educational Commission, 
telling college graduates that ‘‘you need 
not expect that people will stand uside 
because you have come. They are going 
to crowd you, and you will have to crowd 
them. They will leave you behind unless 
you leave them behind.’’ 

So we huve had Kipling and a host of 
imitators giorifying the brute in man, the 
most recent being Jack London, whose pic- 
fture of Wolf Larsen, in his story in the 
Century Magazine, represents a man of 
great ability, vast nervous and physical 
force, who is a thoroughgoing tyrant and 
who justifies his brutality by a pseudo- 
philosophy—a rebel against God and Man. 

And so we have, in this World's Fair 
City, the center of thought and action of 
the globe at this moment, biotters circu- 
lated ‘in business offices with this motto 
on each: 

“Live every day s0 that you can look 
every d—n man in the eye and tell him to 
go to hell,’’ which is signed by 
witted author ‘‘Western Philosophy.”’ 

It !s time to make it clear that Frieder- 
ich Nietzsche taught no such gospel. Those 
who are looking for supposed modern phil- 
osophical sanction for gross selfishness will 
have to look elsewhere, if perchance they 
may find it anywhere. Nietzsche taught, in 
sO many words, the doctrine of self-sacrifice 
for the good of humanity. In his allegory, 
“Thus Spake Zarathustra,’ he says: 

‘l love those who do not seek beyond 
the stars for a reason to perish and be 
gacrificed, but who sacrifice themselves to 
earth in order that some day earth may be- 
come beyond-man's.’’ 

That is to say, that earth may become 
the fitting abode for the Superman. And 
it is evident that the Superman cannot te 
a selfish brute, if he is the child of those 
who have willingly sacrificed themselves 
for his benefit. The race does not breed 
that way. 

And again: 

“Man is a rope connecting enimal and 
beyond-man (the Superman) -a rope over 
a precipice.’’ 

“IT love him who keepeth no 
spirit for himself, but willeth to be en- 
tirely the spirit of his virtue; thus as a 
spirit crosseth he the bridge’ (of sacri- 
fice) connecting, through himself, the brute 
and the Superman.

EIGHT THOUSAND BOY CORN 
GROWERS OF ILLINOIS. 


Young Farmers Revolutionizing Ag- 


riculture to Win Prizes. 
M. E. Cunnift in The World’s Outlook. 

W. B. Otwell was president of the Farm- 
Institute of Macoupin County. The 
thought struck him that if the farmer boys 
throughout his county could be induced to 
take an interest in the effort, Macoupin 
County would produce the finest corn in 
the world. He persuaded the institute to 
offer a prize for the best 10 ears of corn 
grown by Macoupin County farmer boys. 
Each boy made application to him and re- 
“eived a package of selected sced—Yellow 
Lent and Boone County White. Hundreds 
applied. 

In the fall the boys sent in their corn. 
The prize, a bicycle, was awarded. Mr. Ot- 
well went down to see the boy who won. 
expecting to find him the son of a prosper- 
ous farmer. The boy proved to be the 14- 
year-old son of a poor widow inhabiting a 
little prairie cabin. All summer the boy 
had ‘“‘toted’’ water from the well to his 
corn patch in bucketfuls. His industry 
had been remarkable. He was invited to 
the next meeting of the Farmers’ Insti- 
tute. Mr. Otwe.l lifted him upon a table 
‘This,’’ said he, turning to the assembled 
farmers, as he pvinted to the little bare- 
foot youngster in his blue-jean overalls, 
‘fs the boy who won the prize.’ The cheers 
which greetcd the boy were louder than 
those which later on greeted the governor 
of the state, when he came down to make 
a speech

SUCCEEDS MUSCL 


Boiler Makers and Ship Builders Find 
Pneumatic Tools Greatly Dis- 
count Hand Methods. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PHILADELPHIA, Aug 4.—There has 
heen developed in "American boiler works, 
locomotive building plants and shipyards 
| Within the past decade a system of power 
riveting which surpasses in every respect 
that attained anywhere else in the world. 
The pneumatic compression riveters of the 
type used in bridge shops were, of course, 
known prior to this time, but their great 
weight made it impracticable to use them 
to advantage in some of the newer fields, 
and inventors set out to perfect light, 
portable machines which would perform 
much the same functions, 

The possibilities of a pneumatic hammer, 
consisting of a piston rapidly reciprocat- 
ing inside of a cylinder, and striking the 
end of a chisel, were well known 
as far as their usefulness for chipping was 
concerned, and gradually the principle of 
(hese machines was adapted to the driving 
of rivets, so that it ts now posssible, for/ 
instance, to drive every rivet in a ship with 
machines which are very light, short 
enough to go between frames, and of small 
diameter, rendering them portable in the 
highest degree. 

The shell rivets which up to the time of 
the introductions of these machines had 
never been successfully driven by power, 
are now closed up with the greatest ease, 
and the work is done better and more 
cheaply than it could possibly be per- 
formed by hand. This is particularly ad- 
vantageous for the reason that in much of 
our modern boilermaking and shipbuilding 
there are now used plates so heavy that 
it would be almost impossible to drive by 
hand the large rivets required to hold 
them. Moreover, the operation of driving 
“a rivet can by this means be completed be- 
fore the fastening loses its heat, and thus, 
as the rivet gets cold, it draws everything 
| firmly together. 

, Careful statistics, recently compiled, 
show that riveting by machines, allow- 
ing for repairs and other incidental ex- 

penses, enables a saving of from . to 2 
cents a rivet over hand work. In a 4000- 

ton ship this item alone entails u. saving 
of from $4000 to $6000. In one experi- 
/ment it was found that a machine fas- 
}tens 450 rivets in a single day. At the’ 
prevailing rate for handriveting, this 
would have cost $15.76, whereas with the) 
/}machine the cost was only $5 for the 
| Operatives and 50 cents for power. 
Another tmportant class of pneumatic 
'tools is that qomprising the chipping, 
‘caulking and bending ammers. yk 
machines range in weight from seven 
ll pounds, and have a stroke of frean 
one to four inches, at the enormous speed 
of from 3400 to 2200 blows a minute, ac- 
cording to the size of the apparatus. 

The hammers of this kind require an 
air pressure of from 70 to 80 pounda, and 
must be supplied with 20 feet of tree air 
per minute. The heavy chipping huwm- 
mers weigh 15 pounds and make a seven- 
inch stroke at a speed of 1200 strokes 
a minute, 

Of the various kinds of pneumatic ham- 
mers now in use it te claimed that one 
of the most powerful is the 98-inch stroke 
riveting hammer, which weighs 2 pounds 
and hes a speed of 90 blows per minute. 
In many manufacturing plants there is in 
use for holding up the head of rivet 
® pnumatic hoder-on, instead of the old- 
fashioned ordinary bar. rhis new adjunct 
can readily be put in-position and presses 
the rivet against the sheet with a force 
of 1200 pounds when an air pressure of 100 

ounds is used.
